Introduction  by  James  C.  Gray 

We  now  come  to  the  first  Gobrecht  dollar,  the  fabled  1836  J-58  pattern  dollar 
commonly  identified  as  name  in  field,  name  below  base,  or  name  in  field  below  base. 
For  many  years  this  coin  has  been  an  essential  and  prized  part  of  every  advanced 
United  States  coin  collection.  It  is  required  for  a  complete  Gobrecht  dollar  type  set 
and  it  always  creates  excitement  when  it  appears  for  sale.  However,  except  for  the 
1804  dollar,  no  coin  has  been  the  subject  of  more  incorrect  information,  some  of 
which  has  persisted  for  more  than  a  century.  For  example,  the  10th  Edition  of  the 
Guide  Book  published  in  1956  listed  an  original  mintage  of  18  pieces  for  this  1836 
pattern  dollar  struck  in  both  silver  and  copper.  Thirty  one  years  later  the  cataloguer 
of  Lot  1 81 5  in  the  Superior  section  of  Auction  '87  also  stated  that  the  original  mintage 
for  this  issue  was  1 8  pieces.  This  estimated  mintage  of  1 8  coins  has  been  reported 
by  many  authors  such  as  Adams  and  Woodin,  Judd,  and  Breen;  however,  the  earliest 
known  reference  for  this  number  appears  to  be  Edward  Cogan's  letter  to  the 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics  that  was  published  in  June  1 867.  A  more  detailed 
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review  of  the  Cogan  letter  is  presented  later  in  this  article.  Finally,  Ken  Bressett 
recently  informed  me  that  the  Gobrecht  dollar  section  of  the  Guide  Book  has  been 
revised  more  often  in  its  56  years  of  publication  than  any  other  section  of  this  book. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  separate  fact  from  fiction  and  to  present  what  we 
have  learned  during  our  research  on  this  coin.  Before  doing  so,  Mike  and  I  would  like 
to  comment  on  two  articles  regarding  Gobrecht  dollars  that  have  appeared  in  the 
Journal  since  our  last  article  in  Issue  #82. 

Writing  in  his  capacity  as  research  director  for  NGC,  David  Lange  stated  in  Issue 
#83  that  NGC  does  not  differentiate  between  originals  and  restrikes,  because,  in  his 
opinion,  there  is  no  firm  criteria  for  making  such  a  distinction.  He  further  states  that 
we  have  come  to  the  same  conclusion.  To  set  the  record  straight,  Mike  and  I  are 
confident  that  we  have  correctly  identified  and  described  the  original  circulation 
issues  of  December  1 836,  March  1 837,  and  December  1 839.  We  are  certain  that  the 
original  1838  J-84  pattern  dollars  were  struck  in  Die  Alignment  IV  on  412.5  grain 
planchets  from  perfect  dies.  This  conclusion  is  supported  by  data  from  the  Smithsonian 
Collection.  As  for  the  original  1 836  J-58  pattern  dollar  with  name  in  field  below  base, 
we  have  not  found  a  single  piece  that  can  be  classified  as  an  original  coin,  and  none 
has  been  reported  by  any  grading  or  authentication  service.  If  it  exists,  an  original  coin 
would  be  struck  on  a  416  grain  planchet  made  of  0.8924  fine  silver,  be  in  Die 
Alignment  I  with  the  head  of  Liberty  opposite  the  DO  of  DOLLAR,  and  be  struck  from 
a  perfect  uncracked  reverse  die.  We  cannot  rule  out  the  possibility  that  such  a  piece 
was  made,  but  if  one  did  appear,  it  would  undoubtedly  trace  its  provenance  to  the 
designer,  chief  coiner,  or  the  mint  director. 

We  have  total  respect  for  David  Lange's  opinion,  but  unless  he  or  anyone  else  can 
produce  a  coin  that  shows  our  research  and  conclusions  are  flawed,  it  is  our  opinion 
that  his  current  stance  does  not  properly  account  for  the  historical  evidence  and  the 
extensive  amount  of  research  data  that  we  have  published  in  the  Gobrecht  Journal. 

In  Issue  #84  of  the  Journal,  Robert  W.  Julian  published  an  article  that  was  replete 
with  assumptions  and  conjectures  but  totally  lacking  in  proof.  We  would  like  to 
address  his  statement  regarding  the  theft  of  coins  from  the  Mint  Cabinet.  According 
to  Julian,  sometime  after  1 839,  one  or  more  thieves  gained  access  to  the  Mint  Cabinet 
and  stole  three  Gobrecht  dollars;  an  1 836  dollar  with  name  in  field  in  Die  Alignment 
I,  an  1 838  dollar  in  Die  Alignment  I,  and  an  1 839  dollar  in  Die  Alignment  I.  In  order  to 
disguise  the  theft,  he  claims  that  the  thieves  replaced  the  1 838  and  1 839  dollars  that 
were  stolen  with  Die  Alignment  IV  coins  from  perfect  dies,  which  according  to  Julian 
were  less  valuable  restrikes.  He  offers  no  explanation  as  to  why  there  was  no 
replacement  coin  for  the  1836  original  dollar  with  name  in  field.  Also,  for  unknown 
reasons,  the  original  December,  1 836  coin  in  Die  Alignment  I,  which  was  also  present 
in  the  Mint  Cabinet,  was  not  taken.  Julian  is  renowned  for  his  document  research,  but 
he  has  not  provided  any  records  or  other  evidence  that  confirms  his  postulated  theft. 
Ironically,  the  three  valuable  coins  that  Julian  alleged  were  stolen,  and  all  like  them, 
are  totally  unknown  to  the  numismatic  community  today.  If  Julian's  theory  is  correct, 
where  are  the  300  coins  from  the  issue  of  1839  that  he  believes  were  made  in  Die 
Alignment  I.  The  1 839  mintage  was  low  but  not  low  enough  to  believe  that  all  of  these 
coins  could  have  vanished. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  collaborator,  Mike  Carboneau,  for  writing  me  a 
letter  in  April  1995,  regarding  a  rotated  die  on  a  coin  from  the  issue  of  March  1837. 
A  study  of  this  coin  led  to  discoveries  that  allowed  us  to  correctly  identify  the  issue 
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of  March  1 837,  and  opened  the  door  to  further  research  on  rotated  dies  for  Gobrecht 
dollars.  Mike's  influence  caused  nne  to  expand  nny  research  to  include  regular  issue 
patterns  and  restrikes.  Between  us,  we  have  a  combined  31  years  of  research  and 
observation  on  Gobrecht  dollars,  and  feel  that  we  have  solved  nnany  of  the  mysteries 
surrounding  the  original  and  restrike  status  of  these  coins.  However,  there  are  a  few 
things  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain,  such  as  when  the  original  patterns 
dated  1 838  were  struck  or  how  many  restrikes  were  eventually  made.  Future  research 
might  answer  all  of  the  outstanding  questions  regarding  Gobrecht  dollars,  but  for 
now,  it  is  best  for  me  to  conclude  in  the  same  manner  that  Walter  Breen,  Robert  Julian 
and  I  have  ended  previous  articles:  "It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  last  word  on  these  has 
yet  to  be  written." 

Historical  Information 

The  history  surrounding  J-58  Gobrecht  dollars  is  fraught  with  mystery,  specula- 
tion, half-truths,  misconceptions,  and  wishful  thinking.  Very  little  is  really  known  about 
these  coins  but  Mint  records  indicate  that  Christian  Gobrecht  made  the  dies  for  this 
coin  sometime  in  1836.  In  the  process  of  cutting  the  dies,  he  placed  his  name  C. 
Gobrecht  together  with  a  Latin  abbreviation  F.  for  made  it  in  the  field  between  the 
base  of  Liberty  and  the  date.  Although  many  people  have  speculated  that  Patterson 
requested  Gobrecht  to  sign  the  die  with  his  name,  it  is  not  known  if  this  is  really  true. 
However,  it  is  known  that  Gobrecht  was  in  the  habit  of  signing  his  name  to  many  dies 
for  which  he  was  responsible,  including  medals  that  he  engraved.  Therefore,  it  is 
possible  that  Gobrecht  engraved  his  name  on  the  J-58  pattern  die  simply  because 
this  was  his  normal  way  of  identifying  his  work.  Patterson,  after  inspecting  the  finished 
die,  probably  in  the  form  of  a  uniface  splasher,  most  likely  suggested  that  he  move 
his  name  to  a  less  conspicuous  place;  namely  the  base  of  the  rock.  This  alternative 
explanation  for  the  sequence  of  events  regarding  the  positioning  of  Gobrecht's  name 
on  the  J-58  pattern  dollar  is  different  from  the  normally  accepted  theory.  The  standard 
theory  is  that  Patterson  requested  Gobrecht  to  sign  his  work  and  then  circulated 
several  coins  around  Philadelphiafor  inspection  and  comment.  It  has  been  remarked 
that  some  negative  comments  about  the  prominent  placement  of  Gobrecht's  name 
on  a  US  coin  appeared  in  a  local  newspaper  and  this  prompted  Patterson  to  have 
Gobrecht  relocate  his  name  to  a  less  prominent  place.  There  are  some  problems 
regarding  this  universally  accepted  explanation  of  events.  First,  no  such  newspaper 
article  has  been  located  that  supports  this  theory.  And  second,  Gobrecht  continued 
to  sign  is  name  on  other  pieces  of  his  work  after  1836.  From  the  work  of  Breen  and 
Julian,  it  can  be  determined  that  Gobrecht  cut  the  final  design  for  the  obverse  die 
sometime  around  June  1 836.  Several  uniface  soft  metal  specimens  were  then  struck 
and  sent  to  Washington  as  early  as  June  1 8, 1 836.  The  reverse  die  was  made  between 
June  and  August  of  1836.  According  to  Walter  Breen  in  The  Secret  History  of  ttie 
Gobrecht  Coinages,  "On  August  25,  1836  Patterson  wrote  Secretary  Woodbury 
enclosing  an  impression  of  the  starred  flying  eagle  reverse,  proposing  to  make  hubs 
from  it  as  soon  as  the  Secretary's  approval  would  be  received,  and  promising  that  the 
coins  would  appear  in  short  order."  Breen  further  states  that  in  a  memo  to  Chief 
Coiner  Adam  Eckfeldt  on  September  22, 1 836,  Mr.  Patterson  wrote  that  "the  dies  for 
the  new  dollar  having  been  sunk  by  Mr.  Gobrecht,  and  the  impressions  approved  by 
the  Treasury  Department,  I  am  exceedingly  desirous  that  you  shall  take,  without 
delay,  the  necessary  measures  for  an  early  issue  of  dollar  coins.  For  this  object  I  pray 
you  to  have  the  hubs  and  working  dies  prepared...".  This  would  indicate  that  both 
obverse  and  reverse  master  dies  were  in  existence  by  September  22, 1 836  but  that  the 
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hubs  and  working  dies  had  not  yet  been  made.  Breen  further  goes  on  to  say  "Fourth 
obverse  (first  working  die  made  from  hub  struck  from  third  original  die).  Name  in  field 
below  base.  Trial  pieces  in  pewter  reported  but  not  located.  Oct-Nov.  1836." 

There  is  another  interesting  story  concerning  J-58  coins  that  surfaced  in  1 867.  This 
story  was  reported  by  Edward  Cogan  in  a  letter  published  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Numismatics,  Vol.  II  No.  2,  June  1 867.  A  portion  of  this  letter,  relating  to  the  J-58  coins, 
is  reproduced  here  with  permission  of  Ute  Wartenberg.  Reproduction  permission 
was  granted  by  Ute  Wartenberg  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  July  2002.  Only 
that  portion  of  Cogan's  letter  relating  to  J-58  coins  is  reproduced  while  most  of  his 
comments  relating  to  other  issues  have  been  eliminated. 

"Dear  Sir: 

The  above  item  I  cut  out  yesterday  from  the  'Evening  Post',  and  I  purpose  to  make 
a  few  observations  through  your  Journal,  pointing  out  several  important  errors  in  it, 
which,  if  not  typographical,  must,  have  been  written  by  a  person  who  is  not  well  versed 
in  the  subject  of  Numismatics.  The  first  error  which  I  have  little  doubt  is  that  of  the 

Printer,  is  the  statement  that  the  1 801  Dollar  cost  Mr.  Repiton  $950  The  second 

misstatement  is,  that  there  were  only  eighteen  Dollars  struck  off  in  the  year  1 838.  This 
is  again  probably  an  error  of  the  Printer  and  should  have  been  1 836;  which  would  be 
perfectly  correct  in  regard  to  one  variety  of  this  Dollar,  the  one  that  has  the  name  of 
Gobrecht  in  the  field  of  the  Dollar,  the  ordinary  one  having  it  on  the  base  of  the  figure 
of  Liberty.  Of  this  latter  variety  there  were  one  thousand  stuck;  now  however  they  are 
difficult  to  find  in  a  very  fine  state  of  preservation,  and  are  valuable.  These  Dollars 
seem  to  have  been  pretty  freely  circulated,  at  least  for  some  time,  as  they  are 
frequently  found  in  poor  condition. 

As  the  history  of  these  Dollars  is  not  known  to  more  than  a  few  Collectors,  I  will 
relate  the  facts  connected  with  them,  which  may  be  relied  upon,  and  possess 
considerable  interest.  In  the  year  1836  during  which  Mr.  Patterson  was  Director  of 
the  Mint,  instructions  were  given  to  make  a  Die  for  a  Pattern  Dollar  for  that  year,  and 
upon  the  production  of  the  one  first  issued  of  the  two  referred  to,  Mr.  Patterson  was 
so  highly  pleased  with  the  workmanship  of  it,  that  he  insisted  that  Mr.  Gobrecht  should 
have  his  name  upon  it,  and  in  accordance  with  the  request  Mr.G.  inserted  it  between 
the  date  and  the  base  of  the  Dollar,  by  which  circumstance  it  is  distinguished  from  the 
other  variety  as  the  'Gobrecht  in  the  field'  Dollar.  The  Press,  in  discussing  the  merits 
of  this  Pattern  piece,  made  some  uncalled  for  remarks  about  the  conceited  German 
putting  his  name  so  conspicuously  on  the  Coin,  and  it  hurt  the  old  gentleman's 
feelings  so  much,  that  he,  immediately  after  reading  this  criticism,  took  his  name  off 
the  Die.  Mr.  Patterson  however  still  insisted  that  it  should  be  on  the  Dollar,  and  it  was 
then  put  on  the  base  of  the  figure  of  Liberty,  but  in  such  small  letters  as  to  be  scarcely 
discernable  to  the  naked  eye.  There  were,  as  I  observed  before,  only  eighteen  of  the 
original  variety  struck,  and  they  are  consequently  very  rare,  and  highly  esteemed  by 
Collectors,  bringing  generally  from  fifty  to  sixty  Dollars.  I  was  offered  one  within  the 
past  few  weeks,  but  could  not  purchase  it  under  Seventy  Dollars." 

Edward  Cogan  continues  his  letter  with  a  discussion  of  some  other  coins  that  we 
will  not  repeat  here.  Nevertheless,  the  information  in  Cogan's  note  concerning  J-58 
dollars  has  been  picked  up  by  many  researchers  and  has  been  reported  as  a  factual 
account  without  any  other  supporting  evidence.  The  figure  of  eighteen  J-58  original 
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dollars  being  struck  and  the  so-called  newspaper  account  explaining  why  Gobrecht 
removed  his  name  from  the  field  of  the  coin  has  been  repeated  many  times  in  the 
literature.  Although  this  story  sounds  plausible,  very  little  of  Cogan's  account  appears 
to  be  correct.  It  is  true  that  one  thousand  J-60  dollars  were  made  in  December  1 836, 
but  there  is  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  1 8  original  J-58  dollars  were  struck  in  1 836. 
In  addition,  no  one  has  produced  a  copy  of  any  newspaper  article  referring  to 
Gobrecht's  name  on  the  dollar  coin  nor  any  reference  to  the  conceited  German  story. 
In  fact,  we  have  examined  several  newspapers  for  the  year  of  1 836,  including  copies 
of  Poulson's  American  Daily  Advertiser  of  Philadelphia,  the  Pennsylvania  Inquirer,  the 
Boston  Daily  Evening  Transcript  and  the  Boston  Daily  Advertiser.  We  have  located 
several  articles  discussing  the  design  of  the  new  dollar  coin,  but  all  of  these  articles 
refer  to  coins  now  identified  as  J-60.  Some  articles  actually  described  certain  features 
of  the  coin,  but  no  articles  were  found  that  paid  any  attention  to  Gobrecht's  signature, 
either  on  the  base  of  the  coin  or  in  the  field  below  the  base.  Something  as  prominent 
as  Gobrecht's  name  between  the  base  of  Liberty  and  the  date  should  have  been 
noticed  and  mentioned  by  someone.  But  again,  we  can  find  no  reference  to  this 
signature  or  any  other  comment  that  would  have  supported  the  conceited  German 
story.  The  lack  of  any  supporting  newspaper  account  suggests  that  the  J-58  pattern 
dollars  were  either  not  made  in  1836,  or  they  were  never  circulated  for  public 
comment.  Although  Gobrecht's  name  appears  on  the  base  of  Liberty  in  a  less 
conspicuous  but  not  invisible  location  on  J-60  coins,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  no 
mention  of  Gobrecht's  name  appears  in  any  article  that  discussed  this  coin,  even 
though  several  articles  discuss  various  negative  features  of  this  new  coin.  If  there  was 
such  an  uproar  in  the  press  concerning  the  placement  of  Gobrecht's  name  on  the  new 
dollar  coin,  then  why  were  there  no  follow-up  remarks  by  the  press  concerning  the 
moving  of  Gobrecht's  name  to  a  less  prominent  position  on  the  base  of  Liberty?  It 
appears  that  Edward  Cogan  made  a  number  of  statements  in  his  1867  letter  that 
cannot  now  be  independently  verified.  In  any  case,  we  feel  that  Cogan's  letter  is 
fundamentally  flawed  in  its  historical  facts  surrounding  the  name  in  field  dollar,  and 
that  it  was  Patterson  who  initially  made  the  decision  to  move  Gobrecht's  signature  to 
the  base  of  Liberty  without  comment  from  the  local  press.  If  this  is  correct,  then  the 
local  press  inspected  and  commented  on  the  J-60  dollars  and  not  the  J-58  coins.  This 
is  not  a  new  idea!  A  similar  theory  is  mentioned  by  the  Editors  of  Coin  World  Magazine 
in  "The  Comprehensive  Catalog  and  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Coins".The  theory 
mentioned  on  page  423  of  the  1 995  edition  of  the  Comprehensive  Catalog  is  probably 
closer  to  reality  than  anything  else  that  has  been  previously  written.  Namely, "...  the 
existence  of  any  so-called  originals  is  one  of  those  numismatic  old  wives  tales  that 

has  unfortunately  become  accepted  as  fact  Nobody  has  ever  produced  the  paper 

trail  to  support  this  fanciful  story.  ...  The  most  likely  explanation  for  the  lack  of  originals 
is  something  much  akin  to  the  history  of  E.950  [referring  to  a  half-dollar  pattern] .  This 
die  was  completed,  and  a  few  splashers,  or  uniface  trials  evaluated  and  rejected  in 
favor  of  the  placement  of  Gobrecht's  name  on  the  base  of  the  central  figure. "  In  other 
words,  the  entire  evaluation  of  the  proposed  J-58  pattern  dollar  was  done  at  the  Mint 
with  uniface  trial  pieces  without  the  striking  of  actual  coins,  and  that  the  placement 
of  Gobrecht's  name  in  the  field  was  rejected  by  Mint  personnel  and  not  the  public. 
Eventually,  Gobrecht  was  allowed  by  Patterson  to  place  his  name  on  the  base  of 
Liberty,  and  one  thousand  J-60  dollars  were  then  struck  in  December  1836.  All 
existing  J-58  dollars  are  restrikes  produced  many  years  after  1836,  and  all  of  these 
coins  exist  as  so-called  fantasy  specimens  of  what  a  pattern  1836  dollar  might  have 
looked  like. 
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General  Observations 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  discuss  several  J-58  coins  that  have  appeared  in 
auction  sales  or  have  been  observed  on  the  bourse  floors  of  major  coin  shows.  Much 
of  this  infornnation  is  summarized  in  Table  1 .  The  die  alignment  characteristics  of 
several  well-documented  J-58  coins  are  shown  in  Table  2.  The  data  in  Tables  1  and 
2  illustrate  that  the  vast  majority  of  J-58  coins  exist  in  Die  Alignment  III  with  the  head 
of  Liberty  opposite  the  N  in  ONE.  Very  few  Die  Alignment  IV  coins  with  the  head  of 
Liberty  opposite  the  F  in  OF  are  known,  and  no  J-58  coins  in  Die  Alignments  I  or  II  have 
been  observed  or  authenticated.  Based  on  the  limited  data  shown  in  Tables  1  and  2, 
approximately  81  %  of  the  J-58  coins  exist  in  Die  Alignment  III  while  about  1 9%  are  in 
Die  Alignment  IV. 

The  earliest  known  auction  sale  of  a  J-58  coin  that  we  have  been  able  to  verify  was 
Lot  222  of  the  Jos.  N.  T.  Levick  Esq.  Cabinet  conducted  by  Edward  Cogan  in 
Philadelphia  on  December  1 9  and  20, 1 859.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  not  only  did 
Edward  Cogan  conduct  one  of  earliest  known  sales  of  a  J-58  dollar,  but  he  was  also 
responsible  for  some  of  the  controversial  history  surrounding  this  coin  as  described 
in  his  1867  letter.  Maybe  it  is  not  a  coincidence  that  the  earliest  sale  of  a  J-58  coin 
occurred  during  one  of  the  first  known  restriking  periods  for  these  dollars.  Perhaps 
the  first  known  auction  sale  of  a  J-58  dollar  occurred  in  1 859  because  these  coins  had 
just  been  invented.  If  an  earlier  sale  can  be  located  for  a  J-58  coin,  it  would  prove  that 
at  least  some  of  these  coins  were  struck  at  an  earlier  date.  However,  based  on  the 
limited  auction  data  that  we  have  been  able  to  examine,  all  that  can  be  said  is  that 
some  J-58  coins  were  in  existence  by  1859. 

Based  on  the  size  and  extent  of  the  reverse  die  cracks  on  all  of  the  J-58  dollars  that 
we  have  inspected,  it  appears  that  all  of  the  Die  Alignment  IV  coins  were  struck  from 
a  faint  to  moderately  cracked  reverse  die,  and  that  most  but  perhaps  not  all  of  the  Die 
Alignment  III  coins  were  produced  from  a  moderate  to  heavily  cracked  reverse  die. 
The  link  between  the  J-58  and  J-60  issues  is  the  common  reverse.  One  J-58  coin  in 
Die  Alignment  III  and  graded  PCGS  PF-45  appears  to  have  no  reverse  die  cracks.  One 
J-60  coin  in  Die  Alignment  III  without  reverse  die  cracks  and  grading  VG-8  is  known 
to  the  authors.  Except  for  these  two  Die  Alignment  III  coins  with  perfect  reverses,  all 
of  the  J-58  and  J-60  coins  in  Die  Alignment  III  share  the  same  reverse  die  cracks.  This 
means  that  most  of  the  J-58  and  J-60  coins  in  Die  Alignment  III  were  probably  made 
at  about  the  same  time;  probably  during  one  of  the  three  known  restriking  periods: 
1857-1859,  1867-1869  and  1873-1878.

15.  Die  Alignment  IV,  PF-63.  This  coin  sold  as  Lot  #1815  in  the  Superior  section  of 
Auction  '87,  August  1 987.  It  is  not  known  whether  the  coin  has  reverse  die  cracks. 

1 6.  Die  Alignment  IV,  NGC  PF-66.  Weight:  41 1 .7  grains.  This  coin  sold  as  Lot  #3773 
in  the  Bowers  &  Merena  sale  of  the  Nonweb  Collection,  November  1988.  It  later 
appeared  in  the  Superior  sale,  May  1991.  Reverse  die  crack  through  NITED 
STATES  O.  It  is  not  known  whether  there  is  a  crack  through  OLU\. 
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The  Numismatic  Collection  of  the  US  Mint  was  established  in  1838  under  the 
direction  of  Robert  M.  Patterson  who  served  as  US  Mint  Director  from  1 835  to  1 851 . 
If  any  J-58  coins  were  struck  in  1 836  at  the  request  of  Director  Patterson,  then  at  least 
one  J-58  coin  should  have  been  saved  for  the  Mint  Collection.  It  is  known  that  an 
original  J-60  coin  was  saved  for  the  Mint  Collection,  Inventory  item  1398,  and  these 
coins  were  made  in  1836.  An  official  government  catalog  documenting  the  US  Mint 
Collection  entitled  the  Catalogue  of  Coins,  Tokens,  and  Medals  was  prepared  by  the 
Government  Printing  Office  in  1913.  This  report  indicated  that  no  J-58  coin  was 
present  in  the  US  Mint  Collection  at  that  time.  Personal  communication  with  Richard 
Doty  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution  on  February  1 3, 1 996  indicated  that  no  such  coin 
currently  exists  in  the  Smithsonian  Collection  that  now  includes  the  older  US  Mint 
Collection.  It  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  either  no  J-58  coins  were  officially  made 
in  1836  or,  if  some  were  struck,  they  were  all  destroyed. 

Regardless  of  die  alignment,  any  J-58  coins  made  during  1836  would  have  been 
struck  on  heavy  weight  416  grain  planchets.  Restrikes  of  J-58  dollars  made  after 
1836,  regardless  of  their  die  alignment,  would  have  been  produced  on  lightweight 
41 2.5  grain  planchets.  We  can  find  no  evidence  of  any  heavy  weight  J-58  coins  being 
reported  for  sale  in  any  auction.  All  J-58  coins  that  have  had  their  weight  reported, 
were  made  on  light  weight  planchets.  This  evidence  supports  the  theory  that  all  J-58 
dollars  in  existence  today  are  restrikes.  Some  J-58  coins  have  been  reported  to  be 
in  circulated  condition.  The  January  2002  PCGS  population  report  lists  3  circulated 
J-58  coins;  one  in  Proof-45  condition,  one  in  Proof-55,  and  another  in  Proof-58.  A 
photograph  of  the  Proof-45  coin  is  known  to  the  authors  and  it  has  been  identified  as

coin  that  sold  in  the  Superior  sale  of  October  1973.  This  coin  has  a  very  faint 
die  crack  on  the  reverse  through  NITED  STATES  O  and  a  second  faint  crack 
through  the  base  of  OLLA.  There  is  no  die  line  above  the  eagle's  right  wing 
pointing  to  AT  in  STATES,  but  there  is  a  very  faint  spine  above  the  eagle's 
right  wing  pointing  toward  the  O  in  OF. 
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being  in  Die  Alignment  III.  There  is  also  sonrie  indirect  evidence  to  suggest  that  the 
Proof-45  coin  has  no  reverse  die  cracks.  The  die  orientation  is  not  known  for  the  other 
circulated  J-58  coins. 

Based  on  the  data  shown  in  Tables  1  and  2,  observations  made  at  coin  shows,  lot 
viewing  at  auctions,  and  other  information  that  has  been  previously  discussed, 
several  conclusions  can  be  inferred.  First,  most  J-58  dollars  are  in  grades  of  Proof- 
60  or  higher  with  very  few  found  in  circulated  condition.  Second,  most  J-58  coins  are 
in  Die  Alignment  III,  only  a  few  are  in  Die  Alignment  IV,  and  none  have  been  observed 
in  Die  Alignments  I  or  II.  Third,  almost  all  J-58  coins  in  Die  Alignments  III  and  IV  have 
reverse  die  cracks.  Only  one  exception  is  known,  and  this  coin  is  a  circulated  Die 
Alignment  III  specimen  currently  in  a  PCGS-45  holder.  Fourth,  all  J-58  coins  appear 
to  have  been  made  on  light  weight  41 2. 5±  1.0  grain  planchets,  none  have  been 
observed  on  heavy  weight  planchets.  Fifth,  no  J-58  dollar  was  ever  a  part  of  the 
Smithsonian  Collection,  and  none  have  been  a  part  of  the  US  Mint  Collection.  The 
absence  of  any  J-58  coin  in  the  US  Mint  Collection  and  the  lack  of  any  known  original 
J-58  coins  on  heavy  weight  planchets  suggests  that  this  pattern  coin  was  not  an 
official  issue  and  that  these  coins  were  not  in  existence  when  the  US  Mint  Collection 
was  started  in  1838.  Finally,  based  on  a  lack  of  any  newspaper  accounts  to  support 
the  comments  made  by  Edward  Cogan  in  1867,  it  is  believed  that  his  historical 
account  surrounding  the  J-58  issue  is  not  accurate.

There  Is  no  die  line  In  the  field  immediately 
above  the  eagle's  right  wing  pointing  to  AT  in  STATES,  but  there  is  an 
obvious  spine  above  the  eagle's  right  wing  pointing  toward  the  O  In  OF. 
The  reverse  die  state  represents  a  later  die  state  than  the 
Die  Alignment  IV  coin  described  earlier. 
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Summary  and  Conclusions 

There  is  no  direct  evidence  to  indicate  that  any  original  J-58  dollars  in  Die 
Alignment  I  with  the  head  of  Liberty  opposite  the  DO  of  DOLLAR  were  made  in  1 836. 
Uniface  patterns  were  clearly  struck  and  many  were  sent  to  officials  in  Washington, 
but  there  is  no  proof  that  any  complete  J-58  coins  utilizing  both  the  name  in  field  below 
base  obverse  and  the  starred  reverse  were  actually  struck  in  1 836.  In  fact,  no  original 
J-58  coins  have  ever  been  authenticated  and  all  attributed  J-58  coins  have  been 
identified  as  restrikes. 

The  main  conclusions  of  our  research  for  the  Judd-58  dollars  are  summarized  as 
follows: 

1 .  No  heavy  weight  J-58  coins  on  41 6  grain  planchets,  nor  any  J-58  coins  in  Die 
Alignment  I,  are  known  today.  If  any  J-58  coins  were  made  in  1 836,  the  mintage 
was  very  small  and  none  have  sun/ived  to  the  present.  All  J-58  coins  known 
today  are  restrikes.  If  any  original  coins  were  made,  they  were  probably 
destroyed  at  the  Mint. 

2.  All  J-58  coins  known  today  appear  in  either  Die  Alignment  IV  or  Die  Alignment 
III,  and  all  of  these  coins  were  struck  on  light  weight  planchets.  At  least  one  J- 
58  coin,  in  Die  Alignment  III,  is  known  to  exist  in  circulated  condition  and  it  has 
been  encapsulated  by  PCGS  as  Proof-45. 

3.  All  J-58  coins  seen  by  the  authors  have  evidence  of  reverse  die  cracks  through 
portions  of  the  reverse  legend  at  NITED  STATES  O  and  OLLA;  however.  Lot  781 
in  Auction  '87  was  catalogued  as  having  no  reverse  die  cracks  and  none  are 
visible  in  the  color  photograph.  Evidently,  J-58  coins  were  struck  at  several 
different  times;  first  from  anuncracked  reverse  die,  and  then  later  from  a  cracked 
reverse  die. 

4.  Although  the  exact  emission  sequence  of  J-58  coins  is  not  known,  it  appears 
that  both  Die  Alignment  IV  and  Die  Alignment  III  coins  were  made  at  several 
different  times.  Of  the  two  possible  die  alignment  configurations,  the  Die 
Alignment  III  coins  outnumber  the  Die  Alignment  IV  coins  by  a  ratio  of  5  to  1 . 

5.  No  1 836  J-58  dollar  was  placed  in  the  US  Mint  Collection.  There  were  examples 
of  the  1 836  J-60  dollar,  the  1 838  J-84  dollar,  and  the  1 839  J-1 04  dollar  in  the  US 
Mint  Collection.  However,  the  absence  of  any  official  representative  coin  in  the 
National  Collection  suggests  that  no  such  coin  was  officially  made. 

6.  The  history  of  the  J-58  coins,  as  discussed  in  Edward  Cogan's  letter  that  was 
published  in  the  June  1 867  issue  of  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  appears 
to  be  inaccurate.  Although  there  are  some  valid  facts  mentioned  in  this  letter,  most 
of  Cogan's  statements  appear  to  be  false,  including  the  newspaper  account  of  the 
repositioning  of  Gobrecht's  name  on  the  obverse  die.  We  cannot  find  any  evidence 
of  a  newspaper  account  that  would  support  Edward  Cogan's  claims.

A  New  Book  on  Repunched  Mintmarks 

I  would  like  to  report  that  a  new  book  entitled  "Over  Mintmarks  and  Hot  Repunched 
Mintmarks"  by  Kevin  Flynn  and  John  Wexler  is  now  available.  This  book  is  being 
published  by  Brooklyn  Gallery  in  New  York  and  contains  hundreds  of  close  up 
photographs  of  mintmarks  on  United  States  coinage.  The  new  book  has  183  pages 
and  retails  for  $33.95. 

The  primary  purpose  for  this  book  was  to  list  all  of  the  Over  Mintmarks  for  all  series 
of  United  States  coinage,  and  include  detailed  descriptions,  die  markers  and 
photographs  to  make  each  variety  easy  to  identify.  The  secondary  focus  of  the  book 
was  to  list  the  dramatic  repunched  mintmarks  for  all  series.  Several  criteria  were  used 
to  determine  which  varieties  were  to  be  included  in  the  book.  Thefeatures  considered 
were  the  dramatic  nature  of  the  variety,  its  rarity,  its  interest  among  collectors  and  its 
listing  in  other  publications.  The  primary  variety  categories  in  the  book  are  large/small 
mintmarks,  mintmarks  over  horizontal  mintmarks,  mintmarks  over  inverted  mintmarks, 
misplaced  mintmarks  and  dramatically  repunched  mintmarks.  Misplaced  mintmarks 
are  those  that  are  punched  into  design  elements  or  those  that  are  fully  separated  from 
the  normal  mintmark.  Several  Liberty  Seated  dimes,  quarters  and  half  dollars  with 
repunched  mintmarks  are  described  in  this  book.  The  book  includes  detailed 
photographs,  diagnostics,  prices  and  die  markers  for  the  varieties.

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A  Profile  of  the  1859-S  Seated  Dollar

In  July  1 984  David  H.  Cohen  described  an  1 859-S  Seated  dollar  with  a  repunched 
18  in  Issue  #30  of  the  journal.  This  variety  is  listed  in  the  Breen  encyclopedia  as 
#5462  where  it  is  called  extremely  rare.  The  normal  date  variety  is  listed  in  the 
encyclopedia  as  Breen  #5461  and  it  is  described  as  being  very  rare  in  uncirculated 
condition.  Overall  the  1859-S  dollar  is  considered  to  be  very  rare  in  uncirculated 
grades.  It  is  listed  in  Coin  World  Trends  at  $8,000  in  MS-60,  $16,500  in  MS-62  and 
$47,500  in  MS-63.  A  coin  grading  MS-65  would  be  worth  considerably  more. 

The  1859-S  dollar  showcased  in  this  article  is  an  example  of  the  Breen  #5462 
variety  that  has  been  graded  MS-62  by  PCGS.  It  is  a  great  rarity  in  this  condition!  I 
would  estimate  that  only  13  to  25  uncirculated  examples  of  the  1859-S  dollar  are 
known  for  both  varieties  combined  with  very  few  of  them  grading  higher  than  MS-62. 

Only  20,000  Seated  dollars  were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  mint  in  1859  with 
most  used  in  foreign  trade.  The  1 859-S  dollar  was  the  first  silver  dollar  struck  at  the 
San  Francisco  mint  and  virtually  all  of  them  were  shipped  to  the  Orient.  Most  known 
survivors  are  in  grades  from  VF  to  XF. 

In  Issue  #48  of  the  journal  Lawrence  N.  Rogak  reported  that  he  had  seen  an  1859-S 
dollar  in  Fine  condition  with  its  reverse  rotated  counterclockwise  through  20  degrees. 
Rogak  felt  that  examples  of  this  date  with  a  rotated  reverse  could  be  rare  since  none 
of  the  other  1 859-S  dollars  that  he  examined  showed  any  rotation  in  the  dies.  A  careful 
measurement  on  the  coin  presented  in  this  article  revealed  that  its  reverse  is  rotated 
counterclockwise  through  1 0  degrees.  While  this  rotation  is  rather  small,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  reverse  is  rotated.  Only  a  careful  examination  of  other  examples  of  this 
variety  will  reveal  how  many  more  were  struck  with  a  rotated  reverse.

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An  Analysis  of  the  1 840  to  1 853  No  Arrows 
Quarters  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint

I  have  been  studying  a  segment  of  the  Liberty  Seated  series  that  I  feel  is  frequently 
overlooked:  Precious  little  attention  has  been  given  to  the  pre-Arrows  Seated 
quarters  fronn  1838  to  1853.  The  Arrows  &  Rays  quarters  of  1853  and  the  Arrows 
quarters  of  1854  and  1855  have  long  been  coveted  because  of  their  nnystique  and 
historical  significance.  However,  in  this  article  I  have  focused  nny  attention  on  the 
business  strike  With  Drapery  issues  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  1 840  to  1 853. 1  have 
tried  to  analyze  all  1 4  dates  in  this  subseries  by  variety,  overall  rarity,  condition  rarity, 
and  availability  on  the  current  market. 

It  has  been  observed  by  some  quarter  specialists  that  pre-Arrows  Seated  quarters 
are  scarce,  especially  in  Mint  State.  Why  is  this  so?  I  can  offer  one  suggestion  based 
upon  what  I  know  of  historical  events  during  the  Hard  Times  of  the  1830s  and  early 
1840s  and  the  Manifest  Destiny  period  covering  the  middle  decades  of  the  19'^ 
century.  Before  1 853,  quarters  were  not  manufactured  in  large  quantities  because  the 
Spanish  piece-of-eiglit  and  its  fractions  were  legal  tender  at  par  with  the  US  dollar  and 
its  decimal  fractions.  Silver  coins  from  many  countries  under  Spanish  rule  circulated 
freely  as  specie  throughout  the  United  States.  Of  particular  note  is  the  Spanish  two- 
reale  coin  or  pistareen  that  was  coin  of  the  realm  at  par  with  the  US  quarter  dollar.  It 
coexisted  with  the  quarter,  and  far  more  pistareens  than  US  quarters  circulated  in  the 
United  States  throughout  the  first  half  of  the  19'''  century.  The  availability  of  these 
pistareens  meant  that  the  US  Mint  needed  to  strike  only  a  few  hundred  thousand 
quarters  each  year.  Toward  the  end  of  Martin  Van  Buren's  term  of  office  in  1 840,  the 
country  had  just  emerged  from  two  severe  economic  depressions  over  the  previous 
four  years.  At  this  time,  Spanish  coins  in  circulation  dated  as  far  back  as  the  mid- 
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1 700s.  Many  of  these  coins  were  so  badly  worn  or  beaten  up  that  they  were  almost 
beyond  recognition  butfortheirsilver  color.  Following  a  relative  groundswell  mintage 
of  reduced  size  Capped  Bust  and  No  Drapery  Seated  quarters  to  supplant  the 
population  of  very  tired  pistareens  still  in  circulation,  there  was  once  again  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  25  cent  pieces  of  US  and  Spanish  origin  to  satisfy  the  commercial  needs 
of  the  populace. 

The  discovery  of  gold  in  California  in  1848  caused  a  significant  drop  in  the  value 
of  gold  relative  to  silver,  resulting  in  an  unprecedented  silver  shortage.  During  the  late 
1840s  and  early  1850s,  people  hoarded  silver  coins  since  their  intrinsic  value  was 
considerably  greater  than  their  face  value.  But  in  early  1 853,  Congress  authorized  a 
weight  reduction  of  silver  coins  to  discourage  hoarding  and  to  supplement  the  dearth 
of  silver  coinage  then  in  circulation.  At  this  time  many  of  the  pre-1 853  silver  coins  were 
called  in  and  melted,  the  silver  to  be  then  coined  into  the  newer  reduced  weight  half 
dimes,  dimes,  quarters  and  half  dollars.  To  achieve  the  necessary  flow  of  silver 
coinage,  the  mintages  had  to  be  enormous.  More  than  15  million  quarters  were 
produced  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  alone  in  1 853,  compared  to  only  1 77,060  in  1 852. 
Today,  as  a  result  of  the  pre-1 853  silver  shortage,  collectors  can  reap  the  benefits  of 
the  scarcity  of  pre-Arrows  Seated  quarters. 

Larry  Briggs'  textbook  on  Liberty  Seated  quarters  contains  an  extensive  amount 
of  reference  material  that  has  assisted  me  in  this  work.  The  Briggs  literature  has  been 
a  great  educational  tool  for  identifying  die  states  of  the  1 840  to  1 852  issues,  and  it  has 
also  allowed  me  to  assess  discoveries  not  fully  defined  in  the  Briggs  encyclopedia. 
While  Ard  W.  Browning  provided  detailed  descriptions  of  the  hand  engraved  dies 
from  the  Capped  Bust  quarter  series  nearly  80  years  ago,  the  Briggs  text  for  Seated 
quarters  and  its  underlying  concepts  are  relatively  new.  This  is  mainly  because 
Seated  coins  were  produced  from  completely  hubbed  dies  with  no  variation  in  the 
relative  placement  of  the  letters,  stars  or  device  detail  except  for  the  date  digits.  Only 
in  recent  years  have  collectors  been  interested  in  identifying  dies  that  have  been 
produced  from  coinage  hubs. 

In  this  article  I  do  not  provide  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  New  Orleans  mint  issues 
because  I  have  not  yet  accumulated  enough  useful  market  data  on  these  issues 
beyond  the  PCGS/NGC  population  reports.  My  date-by-date  analysis  of  the  Philadel- 
phia pre-Arrows  With  Drapery  dates  from  1 840  to  1 853  is  provided  below  for  business 
strikes  only: 

1840 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  37 

Mintage:  188,127.  This  subseries  starts  off  with  the  1840  quarter  that  is  now 
believed  to  be  scarce  in  all  grades.  The  1 840  Philadelphia  quarter  only  has  the  With 
Drapery  style  and  is  a  transitional  issue  with  stylistic  differences  that  are  subtle  but 
confined  to  this  issue  as  described  by  Briggs  for  Obverse  1  and  Reverse  A.  Late  in 
1840  new  die  hubs  were  used,  creating  an  apparently  very  rare  variety  that  was 
discovered  by  Briggs  in  1982  and  listed  as  variety  2-B.  The  1840  quarter  currently 
appears  to  be  a  low  Rarity-6  in  Mint  State.  This  date  is  still  available  and  affordable 
in  most  circulated  grades,  although  it  is  now  thought  to  be  scarcer  than  believed  1 5 
or  20  years  ago. 
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Notes:  A  die  scratch  not  mentioned  by  Briggs  has  been  observed  on  the  reverse 
of  one  1 840  specimen.  This  scratch  extends  from  the  lower  edge  of  the  eagle's  wing 
down  to  the  uppermost  leaf  on  the  olive  branch.  Part  of  the  lower  obverse  rim  is 
mushy,  perhaps  caused  by  excess  metal  annealing  to  the  die.  The  date  is  weakly 
struck,  with  very  thin  numerals.  Although  Briggs  mentions  the  right  wing  as  an  area 
typically  weak  on  this  date,  both  wings  are  sharply  struck  including  all  peripheral 
detail.  As  Briggs  has  noted,  on  this  1840  quarter  the  uppermost  arrow  feathers  are 
weak  and  the  feathers  on  the  left  leg  are  slightly  weak.  The  E  and  R  of  LIBERTY  are 
broken,  a  common  phenomenon  on  Seated  quarters  of  this  period. 

1841 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  58 

Mintage:  120,000.  The  1841  quarter  is  considerably  more  available  in  Mint  State 
than  the  1 840  quarter,  however  it  is  still  much  rarer  in  Mint  State  than  the  1 838  and 
1839  No  Drapery  quarters.  According  to  Breen,  a  hoard  of  mint  state  1841  quarters 
was  discovered  some  years  ago  and  they  may  account  for  a  significant  percentage 
of  those  on  the  current  market.  However,  my  own  data,  the  PCGS/NGC  population 
reports  and  the  Briggs'  analysis  lead  me  to  believe  that  the  hoard  referenced  by  Breen 
has  not  been  widely  dispersed.  It  is  also  possible  that  most  of  the  coins  in  this  hoard 
would  not  qualify  as  mint  state  by  the  grading  services.  My  estimate  is  that  the  1 841 
quarter  is  currently  a  high  Rarity-5  in  Mint  State.  Three  business  strike  obverses  and 
two  reverses  have  been  identified  by  Briggs,  one  being  a  double  die  over  STATES  OF 
AM  that  he  describes  as  Reverse  A.  Although  Breen  states  that  the  doubled  die 
reverse  is  very  rare,  I  believe  that  it  is  now  more  common  than  he  thought. 

Notes:  Machine  doubling  is  often  seen  on  the  reverse  lettering  of  1841  quarters. 
I  attributed  one  specimen  from  the  Eliasberg  collection  with  a  doubled  die  reverse  as 
Briggs  1  -A.  This  piece  was  well  struck  with  full  definition  of  both  wings.  It  was  noted 
in  the  catalogue  that  the  5""  and  1 2'^  vertical  shield  lines  extend  up  into  the  horizontal 
line  area.  Die  striations  were  noted  in  the  obverse  field  of  one  Gem  mint  state  example. 
I  seriously  question  Breen's  superlative  rarity  designation  to  the  doubled  die  reverse. 

1842 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  52 

Mintage:  88,000.  The  1 842  Large  Date  quarter  has  been  recognized  as  a  semi-key 
issue  and  it  is  even  scarce  in  circulated  grades.  Two  obverses  and  two  reverses  are 
known.  My  present  research  suggests  that  the  1842  quarter  is  a  low  Rarity-6  in  Mint 
State.  The  1842  Large  Date  is  the  only  date  style  for  business  strike  quarters  of  this 
year.  However,  this  variety  is  now  more  accurately  referred  to  as  a  Medium  Date 
because  its  date  is  larger  than  the  logotype  for  the  1 842  Small  Date  proof  yet  smaller 
than  the  date  logotype  for  the  1847  to  1853  pre-Arrows  quarters. 

Notes:  Lapping  lines  were  observed  without  magnification  in  the  obverse  fields  on 
one  mint  state  1 842  quarter.  I  have  seen  5  Mint  State  examples  of  this  date,  all  but  one 
sharply  struck  and  semi-prooflike  with  no  significant  weak  areas.  One  1842  quarter 
from  the  Eliasberg  collection  has  been  attributed  as  Briggs  2-B,  an  early  die  state 
example  from  perfect  dies.  While  describing  Lot  1429  in  the  Eliasberg  catalog,  Q. 
David  Bowers  mentions  that  the  1 842  quarterwithouttheO  mintmark  was  considered 
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rare  back  in  1893  when  Augustus  Heaton  published  his  treatise  on  the  Importance 
of  collecting  coins  by  mintmark.  On  one  specinnen  of  this  date  a  short  die  crack  was 
noted  to  the  right  of  the  base  of  the  1  in  the  date,  running  diagonally  southwest  out 
to  the  lower  rinn. 

1843 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  93 

Mintage:  645,600.  The  1 843  quarter  is  probably  the  most  common  of  the  1 840  to 
1853  pre-Arrows  quarters  but  choice  to  gem  specimens  are  rare.  Three  business 
strike  obverses  and  four  reverses  are  known.  The  1 843  quarter  Is  relatively  common 
In  circulated  grades. 

Notes:  Adjustment  marks  or  mint  made  file  scratches  are  occasionally  seen  on  the 
obverse.  This  Is  the  case  with  the  Ellasberg  specimen,  which  also  has  a  heavily 
cracked  reverse  described  by  Briggs  as  Reverse  B.  I  have  seen  one  example  of  what 
may  be  the  Lightning  Bolt  variety  which  exhibits  a  heavy  die  break  beginning  at  the 
right  rim  and  running  through  the  IC  of  AMERICA  to  the  right  wing.  On  this  specimen 
there  appears  to  be  a  slight  lamination  at  the  point  where  the  crack  splits  forming 
another  diagonal  crack  to  the  wing.  I  have  seen  mint  state  examples  of  the  1843 
quarter  notfully  struck,  lacking  some  detail  on  the  head,  wing,  leg  and  arrow  feathers. 
The  E  of  LIBERTY  Is  broken  but  a  full  R  was  noted  once  on  this  date. 

1844 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  65 

Mintage:  421 ,200.  The  1 844  quarter  Is  tougher  to  find  than  the  1 843  quarter  In  MS- 
60  to  MS-64.  Breen  states  that  the  double  date  Is  rare,  but  apparently  it  Is  much  more 
common  today.  Choice  specimens  are  a  good  value  In  the  current  market. 

Notes:  The  Ellasberg  specimen  was  a  late  die  state  example  of  Briggs  Reverse  A 
that  was  heavily  cracked.  Similar  to  other  quarters  from  1843  to  1847,  I  have  seen 
certified  Mint  State  1 844  quarters  that  were  not  fully  struck,  especially  on  the  reverse. 
A  fully  connected  or  nearly  full  R  was  observed  on  two  high  grade  1844  quarters. 
Variation  has  been  observed  In  date  position  and  punching.  I  have  seen  many  coins 
of  this  date  with  what  appears  to  be  a  perfect  reverse. 

1845 

PCGS/NGC  population  In  all  grades:  114 

Mintage:  922,000.  This  Is  the  most  common  of  the  dates  under  study  In  terms  of 
Its  reported  mintage  of  nearly  a  million  pieces.  Quarters  were  struck  only  In  Philadel- 
phia during  this  year.  There  are  many  variations  to  the  thickness  of  the  date  digits  and 
the  workings  of  the  date  punches.  Four  obverses  and  four  reverses  have  been 
defined  by  Briggs  for  this  date. 

Notes:  The  1 845  quarter  is  usually  well  struck,  however  some  mint  state  pieces  are 
notfully  struck  on  the  horizontal  shield  bars  or  arrow  feathers.  The  1 845/5  quarter  with 
the  repunched  5  appears  somewhat  more  frequently  than  the  normal  date.  This  Issue 
is  a  reasonable  value  when  using  the  CDN  Quarterly  as  a  guide. 
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1846 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  81 

Mintage:  51 0,000.  As  a  date  the  1 846  quarter  is  more  common  than  all  of  the  issues 
from  1847  to  1852,  but  it  is  nevertheless  important  in  choice  to  gem  condition.  The 
dropped  6  variety  is  identified  by  Walter  Breen  as  being  very  rare.  It  shows  a  clear 
knob  of  an  errant  6  inside  the  upper  curl  of  the  6  in  the  date.  The  dropped  6  variety 
appears  mostly  in  the  die  state  described  by  Briggs  as  2-D,  the  repunched  46  variety. 
In  this  die  state  the  obverse  displays  a  crack  through  the  date  and  the  reverse  is 
cracked  in  several  places  around  the  lettering.  I  have  seen  many,  many  examples  of 
this  variety  and  don't  know  why  Breen  would  call  it  rare  at  all.  Many  variations  in  date 
placement  are  known.  Quarters  were  struck  only  in  Philadelphia  during  this  year. 

Notes:  Although  Briggs  indicates  that  this  date  comes  well  struck,  I  have  seen  mint 
state  1 846  quarters  with  the  horizontal  shield  lines  not  fully  struck  and  with  the  left  leg 
somewhat  weak.  I  have  also  seen  a  single  example  of  this  date  with  the  E  and  R  of 
LIBERTY  almost  fully  connected.  On  most  other  early  Philadelphia  quarters  that  I 
have  examined,  the  middle  crossbar  of  the  E  is  separated  from  its  frame  and  the  leg 
of  the  R  is  separated  from  its  body.  I  have  also  seen  what  may  be  a  later  die  state  of 
the  Briggs  2-D  variety. 

1847 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  66 

Mintage:  734,000.  The  1 847  quarter  is  generally  harder  to  find  than  the  1 843, 1 845 
and  1846  dates  but  not  as  difficult  as  the  1840  to  1842  or  1848  to  1851  quarters. 
Briggs  describes  seven  obverses  and  four  reverses  for  this  issue.  A  doubled  die 
reverse  combined  with  a  repunched  47  obverse  represents  a  supposedly  very  rare 
variety  that  I  have  not  observed.  The  repunched  date  is  described  by  Briggs  as 
Obverse  2  and  gives  the  effect  of  thicker  numerals. 

Notes:  The  luster  is  faded  on  Mint  State  pieces  that  I  have  examined.  Perhaps  the 
planchets  used  during  this  year  were  of  inferior  quality.  Also  noted  was  a  partially 
connected  E  and  full  R  of  LIBERTY  on  one  coin.  This  piece  was  likely  from  a  very  early 
die  state  since  no  die  cracks  were  observed  under  magnification.  Some  weakness 
of  eagle  feathers  was  noted  on  high  grade  specimens.  In  most  circulated  grades  it 
was  impossible  to  tell  wear  from  strike  weakness.  As  mentioned  by  Briggs,  most  die 
states  for  1847  quarters  have  a  slightly  irregular  rock  base.  Upon  close  inspection, 
I  feel  that  this  irregularity  may  be  due  to  remnants  of  stray  numerals  punched  into  the 
rock  rather  than  a  stylistic  modification. 

1848 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  38 
Mintage:  146,000.  The  1848  to  1851  dates  are  all  extremely  hard  to  obtain, 
especially  in  high  grade.  The  1 848  quarter  is  presently  the  rarest  of  the  1 840  to  1 853 
No  Arrows  dates  in  mint  state.  According  to  Briggs,  this  date  nearly  always  comes 
with  date  doubling.  The  1 848  quarter  was  struck  only  in  Philadelphia,  which  adds  a 
special  mystique  to  this  date.  It  is  also  the  rarest  of  the  No  Motto  Philadelphia  dates. 
The  general  consensus  among  collectors  is  that  all  known  1848  quarters  have 
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multiple  digit  strikes.  The  obverse  with  a  triple  punched  1  is  the  most  frequently 
encountered  but  a  significant  percentage  of  these  coins  have  the  doubled  date 
obverse.  Briggs  lists  2  obverses  and  2  reverses  for  this  date. 

Notes:  The  only  mint  state  1 848  quarter  that  I  have  seen  is  the  Eliasberg  coin.  This 
beautiful  coin  was  catalogued  as  MS-65,  with  the  repunching  artifacts  in  the  date  and 
the  re-engraving  of  the  4  clearly  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  Repunching  of  the  stars  was 
also  evident.  This  1 848  quarter  was  identified  as  Briggs  1  -A,  and  I  have  no  reason  to 
dispute  this.  Bowers  also  mentions  the  Compass  Point  anomaly  on  the  reverse  of  this 
specimen  in  the  catalog.  The  Compass  Point  is  a  pinhead  size  small  circular  broken 
area  near  the  top  of  the  first  two  left  most  vertical  shield  stripes.  Lapping  lines  were 
also  noted  on  this  specimen  in  the  Eliasberg  catalog.  The  1 848  quarter  is  perhaps  the 
most  undervalued  Philadelphia  quarter  in  the  entire  Seated  series. 

1849 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  67 

Mintage:  340,000.  The  1 849  quarter  is  scarce  to  rare  in  the  higher  levels  of  Mint 
State  with  only  two  being  graded  at  MS-65  or  above.  The  1849  quarter  is  vastly 
underpriced  on  the  current  market. 

Notes:  I  have  seen  the  Compass  Point  reverse  on  this  date.  The  R  is  usually  solid 
in  LIBERTY  while  the  E  is  usually  disjoint,  but  sometimes  it  is  nearly  full.  This  date 
appears  slightly  more  frequently  in  circulated  grades  than  the  Philadelphia  quarters 
of  1 848, 1 850, 1 851  and  1 852.  Adjustment  marks  have  been  noted  on  Liberty's  right 
leg  on  one  mint  state  specimen.  This  date  is  usually  well  struck  except  for  some 
softness  on  the  eagle's  dexter  leg  and  lower  feathers.  Reverse  die  cracks  have  been 
observed  on  some  pieces  extending  from  about  4:00  to  9:00. 

1850 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  40 

Mintage:  190,800.  The  1850  quarter  is  extremely  hard  to  find  in  Choice  or  Gem 
grades  of  Mint  State.  Starting  out  with  a  low  mintage,  this  date  surely  fell  victim  to  the 
silver  stampede  that  began  in  1 850  or  1 851  and  lasted  into  early  1 853.  Therefore,  any 
high  grade  piece  that  survives  today  should  be  considered  a  real  prize.  Even  decent 
circulated  pieces  are  currently  tough  to  obtain. 

Notes:  The  date  on  the  1850  quarter  appears  weakly  struck  with  thin  digits, 
especially  the  5.  The  Eliasberg  specimen  has  a  ghost  of  another  1  from  a  misplaced 
date  as  described  in  the  catalog.  The  reverse  of  this  coin  is  heavily  cracked  with  the 
most  notable  cracks  running  through  TATE  and  S  OF.  I  have  wondered  about  the 
possibility  of  this  piece  being  a  potential  discovery  coin  for  a  remarriage  with  a  reverse 
die  previously  used  in  1 846  or  1 847.  Perhaps  the  current  owner  of  this  coin  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  compare  its  reverse  to  other  Philadelphia  coins  of  this  era.  I  have 
also  seen  three  circulated  specimens  showing  the  extra  1  by  a  denticle. 
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1851 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  48 

Mintage:  1 60,000.  The  1 851  quarter  is  believed  to  be  just  a  little  more  common  in 
Mint  State  than  the  1850  quarter.  I  feel  the  future  potential  of  the  1851  quarter  is 
enormous.  My  somewhat  conservative  estimate  of  rarity  in  Mint  State  for  this  date  is 
low  R-6  with  25  to  30  pieces  known.  Federal  quarter  dollars  were  not  circulating  very 
well  during  this  year.  They  were  being  hoarded  for  their  silver  value  that  was  greater 
than  their  commercial  value  at  this  time. 

Notes:  The  1851  quarter  was  represented  in  the  Eliasberg  collection  by  an 
absolutely  stunning  proof  like  specimen  that  best  resembles  the  Briggs  1  -A  variety  but 
with  two  features  not  mentioned  by  Briggs.  This  coin  has  an  artifact  on  Liberty's  right 
arm  and  a  short  but  heavy  crack  running  from  the  F  in  OF  to  the  rim  above.  Perhaps 
this  is  a  later  die  state  that  has  not  been  fully  documented. 

1852 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  60 

Mintage:  177,060.  The  1852  quarter  is  difficult  to  find  although  it  is  not  as  rare  as 
most  of  the  1 840  to  1 851  dates  in  Choice  to  Gem  Mint  State.  According  to  Breen,  a 
doubled  date  variety  is  very  rare.  I  have  no  market  data  on  this  variety  with  Briggs' 
Obverse  1.  The  1852  quarter  is  about  the  toughest  Philadelphia  issue  to  find  in 
circulated  grades  with  a  rarity  estimate  by  Briggs  of  R-3+  in  GoodA/G.  This  date  was 
probably  the  heaviest  hit  by  the  silver  hoarding  frenzy  that  was  at  its  peak  during  this 
year.  The  1852  quarter  didn't  get  much  commercial  use  before  going  to  the  melting 
pot  in  favor  of  new,  more  common  and  lighter  weight  1 853  Arrows  &  Rays  quarters. 

Notes:  I  have  examined  seven  mint  state  examples  of  this  date,  all  reasonably  well 
struck  coins  with  four  of  them  certified  in  grades  from  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Striations  on 
early  die  state  pieces  can  be  seen  without  magnification.  Most  of  the  specimens  that 
I  have  examined  appear  to  have  been  struck  from  perfect  reverse  dies. 

1853 

PCGS/NGC  population  in  all  grades:  48 

Mintage:  44,200.  The  No  Arrows  variety  with  a  recut  date  is  a  scarce  issue  but  it 
appears  to  be  somewhat  more  available  in  Gem  condition  than  any  of  the  1840  to 
1852  dates.  Apparently  those  specimens  that  escaped  the  melting  pots  were  saved 
from  the  time  of  issue.  In  fact  this  issue  essentially  never  circulated  so  it  is  rare  even 
in  low  grades.  According  to  Breen,  this  issue  was  struck  only  on  February  7th  &  1 9th 
before  the  Arrows  &  Rays  dies  were  introduced. 

Notes:  The  1853  No  Arrows  quarter  is  definitely  not  a  3  over  2  overdate  as 
described  in  years  past.  The  ball  on  the  curl  of  the  2  in  the  1 852  date  is  much  larger 
and  more  rounded  than  the  ball  on  the  upper  curl  of  the  under-digit  on  this  obverse. 
I  can  confirm  that  this  has  been  observed  on  every  1 853  No  Arrows  quarter  that  I  have 
examined.  The  Eliasberg  piece  was  a  superb  Gem  mint  state  specimen  that  was 
attributed  as  a  Briggs  1-A  coin.  The  R  in  LIBERTY  is  usually  full  or  nearly  so. 
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Table  I  provides  an  analysis  of  the  market  for  mint  state  1840  to  1853  pre-Arrows 
Philadelphia  quarters  within  a  tabulation  of  data  on  all  Philadelphia  issues  from  1 831 
to  1 865.  This  table  shows  that  the  1 831  to  1 838  Capped  Bust  quarters  and  the  1 838  to 
1839  No  Drapery  quarters  are  considerably  more  plentiful  in  mint  state  than  the  1840 
to  1 852  issues.  The  later  issues  from  1 853  to  1 865  are  also  more  common  in  mint  state 
than  the  With  Drapery  pre-Arrows  dates  in  the  series.  Since  there  is  a  great  price 
discrepancy  between  MS-60/63/64/65,  I  have  split  the  mint  state  data  into  three 
categories:  MS-60  to  MS-62;  MS-63  to  MS-64;  and  MS-65  and  better.  Table  I  ranks  the 
37  Philadelphia  dates  from  1 831  to  1 865  in  order  of  condition  rarity  in  mint  state  from 
the  PCGS/NGC  population  reports.  Ties  were  broken  by  assigning  a  lower  rank  to  the 
date  with  the  smaller  number  of  pieces  in  the  MS-65  or  better  category.  It  is  clearly 
observed  that  the  1 840  to  1 853  pre-Arrows  dates  comprise  the  preponderance  of  the 
scarcer  dates  in  the  series.  This  table  accounts  for  the  notion  that  these  population 
figures  are  dynamic  and  that  much  of  the  information  published  may  reflect  duplicate 
recordings  of  the  same  coin,  but  the  overall  picture  is  still  accurate  and  poignant.  In  the 
last  column  I  provide  my  personal  estimate  for  the  rarity  of  known  specimens  for  each 
date.  The  estimated  rarity  for  the  1853  to  1865  dates  should  be  considered  nothing 
more  than  an  educated  guess  since  I  have  limited  experience  with  these  issues. 

Table  II  represents  my  attempt  to  get  a  feel  for  the  mainstream  No  Motto  quarter 
market  while  focusing  on  the  1 840  to  1 853  pre-Arrows  dates  relative  to  the  other  issues 
in  the  series.  This  table  provides  a  sample  of  No  Motto  quarters  in  all  business  strike 
grades  from  continuous  eBay  auctions.  This  sample  is  as  close  to  unbiased  as  can 
reasonably  be  obtained.  At  each  entry  into  the  table  I  logged  the  date  and  time  of  closing 
for  each  coin  in  the  auctions  to  minimize  the  likelihood  of  a  duplicate  listing.  During  this 
time  I  checked  into  eBay  every  5  or  6  days  to  capture  only  fresh  listings.  I  recognize  that 
this  sample  may  contain  some  duplicate  items  that  were  not  sold  in  a  previous  auction; 
however,  if  it  was  obvious  or  I  was  suspicious  that  a  particular  entry  was  a  repeat  listing, 
I  skipped  over  it.  I  didn't  feel  that  the  omission  of  a  few  common  date  No  Motto  quarters 
from  the  eBay  sample  would  have  an  impact  on  the  results  of  my  study  which  was 
geared  toward  observing  the  frequency  of  those  dates  with  less  market  presence. 

Although  With  Motto  quarters  are  outside  the  scope  of  this  study,  I  have  obsen/ed  that 
the  very  scarce  1866  to  1872  Philadelphia  dates  have  higher  mint  state  PCGS/NGC 
populations  than  the  1 840, 1 842, 1 848  and  1 850  pre-Arrows  dates.  This  is  probably  true 
because  these  With  Motto  quarters  were  long  ago  recognized  as  scarce  and  held  back  from 
circulation.  The  pre-Arrows  issues  circulated  more  extensively  and  were  largely  melted. 

It  is  hard  to  gauge  the  scarcity  of  circulated  1840  to  1852  Philadelphia  quarters 
relative  to  later  No  Motto  dates  from  the  PCGS/NGC  population  reports.  However  the 
mintages  for  the  1 853  to  1 862  dates  were  so  much  greater  and  they  were  not  melted 
like  the  early  date  coins.  I  therefore  believe  that  pre-Arrows  circulated  coins  should 
command  a  premium  over  the  later  date  No  Motto  issues.  Data  from  the  eBay  sample 
in  Table  II  seems  to  support  my  position  on  the  No  Motto  quarter  market. 

Another  useful  resource  on  pre-Arrows  quarters  is  an  article  written  by  Kamal 
Ahwash  in  the  July  1 977  Monthly  Summary  of  the  Coin  Dealer  newsletter.  In  this  article, 
Ahwash  provides  a  date-by-date  price  guide  for  all  of  the  No  Motto  issues.  This  guide 
was  proposed  for  the  1 978  Redbook  but  it  never  materialized,  probably  because  at  the 
time  there  were  not  enough  serious  students  of  Seated  quarters  who  would  have 
appreciated  the  true  value  of  this  research.  Of  course,  a  lot  has  happened  since  then 
in  the  coin  market,  and  some  new  research  material  has  been  published  on  early 
Seated  quarters.  In  1977  most  of  the  pre-Arrows  quarters  had  nominal  numismatic 
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Table  I 

PCGS/NGC  Data  on  Mint  State  Philadelphia  Mint  Quarters,  1831  to  1865 
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value  in  circulated  grades.  However,  according  to  the  1977  Ahwash  price  list,  not  a 
single  pre-Arrows  Seated  quarter  was  rated  at  less  than  $425  in  MS-60  in  1977 
numismatic  dollars.  The  1838,  1839,  1840,  1842  Large  Date  and  1853  No  Arrows 
quarters  were  all  priced  at  well  above  the  $1 000  nnark,  with  the  1 840  quarter  at  $2500 
and  the  1853  No  Arrows  quarter  at  $3000!  Although  the  MS-60  grade  that  was 
referred  to  by  Ahwash  in  1 977  would  probably  be  equivalent  to  a  fully  struck  coin  in 
a  certified  grade  of  MS-62  or  MS-63  today,  my  analysis  in  the  current  market  clearly 
demonstrates  the  scarcity  of  pre-Arrows  quarters  in  true  mint  state. 

I  have  found  that  pre-Arrows  quarters  from  1 840  to  1 853  are  much  less  common 
in  all  grades  than  believed  a  generation  ago.  Only  through  the  window  of  history  can 
we  perceive  the  beauty  and  elegance  of  the  few  remaining  choice  specimens  of  this 
era  that  have  been  spared  from  the  ravages  of  commerce,  the  torches  of  the  1 850s 
and  the  turbulent  economy  of  the  Civil  War  years.

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Unprecedented  Doubled  Die  Error  Discovered 


Collector  Dave  Thomas  has  discovered  a  totally  unprecedented  doubled  die  error 
on  the  reverse  of  an  1 872  Seated  dinrie.  While  most  of  the  more  prominent  doubled 
dies  are  caused  by  a  rotation  of  only  a  fraction  of  a  degree  around  some  pivot  point 
on  the  die,  the  new  discovery  has  the  images  offset  by  almost  1 80  degrees!  The  two 
images  are  literally  upside  down  relative  to  each  other.  No  other  such  error  is  known 
to  exist  on  a  United  States  coin. 

Thomas  discovered  the  first  specimen  of  his  highly  unusual  variety  at  a  small  show 
in  Phoenix,  Arizona  in  April  1999  when  he  noticed  several  incongruent  design 
elements  scattered  about  the  reverse.  Suspecting  that  his  coin  might  have  dual 
denomination  clash  marks,  Thomas  sent  the  coin  to  variety  specialist  Bill  Fivaz  in 
2002.  Fivaz  then  sent  the  coin  to  numismatist  Tom  DeLorey  who  had  first  identified 
the  half  dollar  die  clash  marks  on  the  obverse  of  an  1 857  Flying  Eagle  cent.  DeLorey 
determined  that  the  unusual  marks  on  the  reverse  of  the  1872  dime  were  actually 
parts  of  the  wreath  and  the  legend  ONE  DIME  rotated  approximately  175  degrees 
relative  to  the  main  design. 

There  are  many  identifiable  marks  on  the  die  from  the  first  image.  The  long,  grassy 
leaf  that  normally  appears  up  and  to  the  left  of  the  O  in  ONE  is  repeated  down  and 
to  the  right  of  the  E  in  DIME.  Correspondingly,  the  oak  like  leaf  normally  seen  below 
the  E  in  DIME  appears  below  the  long  leaf  up  and  to  the  left  of  the  O  in  ONE.  The 
triangular  lower  right  serif  of  the  E  in  ONE  can  be  seen  upside  down  inside  the  D  in 
DIME,  and  the  curved  base  of  the  D  can  be  seen  inside  the  top  of  the  E  in  ONE.  In 
addition,  a  row  of  corn  from  the  ripe  ear  that  appears  just  above  the  3  o'clock  position 
on  the  right  side  of  the  wreath  also  appears  in  the  agricultural  products  just  below  the 
8  o'clock  position  on  the  left  side  of  the  wreath.  Still  other  stray  markings  can  be 
identified  as  the  tips  of  leaves  normally  found  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  wreath, 
though  curiously  enough,  most  of  these  original  leaves  are  missing.  Fivaz  rephoto- 
graphed  the  piece,  and  by  overlaying  the  negatives  confirmed  the  diagnosis  by 
DeLorey. 
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DeLorey  said:  This  is  the  most  spectacular  die  error  that  I  have  ever  seen  on  a 
United  States  coin  in  40  years  of  collecting,  including  five  years  with  Collector's 
Clearinghouse  and  five  years  with  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Certifica- 
tion Service.  Nobody  ever  suspected  that  such  a  thing  could  happen.  Seeing  this  type 
of  error  on  a  United  States  coin  stuns  me.  It  is  to  all  other  U.S.  die  varieties  what  the 
1 933  $20  double  eagle  is  to  the  1 804  Dollar:  The  New  King  Of  The  Hill! 

After  receiving  the  good  news  from  Fivaz  and  DeLorey,  Thomas  spent  several 
months  trying  to  find  a  duplicate  specimen  to  confirm  his  find.  He  finally  succeeded  at 
the  recent  FUN  show  in  Orlando  where  he  cherrypicked  the  specimen  shown  here  in 
an  NGC  MS-64  holder.  Once  the  variety  was  confirmed,  the  very  excited  and  justifiably 
proud  discoverer  agreed  to  inform  the  world  about  his  blockbuster  discovery. 

In  an  e-mail  message  to  Fivaz  and  DeLorey  describing  his  new  purchase  Thomas 
said :  At  the  very  first  table  on  the  very  first  day  of  the  recent  FUN  show,  I  found  an  1 872 
dime  with  a  doubled  die  reverse  in  an  NGC  MS-64  holder.  I  examined  about  twenty 
other  1 872  dimes  during  the  show  but  this  was  the  only  one  that  I  found.  I  had  been 
searching  for  another  specimen  after  discovering  this  new  variety  several  years  ago 
on  an  AU  1872  dime. 

The  reverse  die  used  to  produce  this  coin  was  not  just  double  struck.  The  second 
image  was  rotated  approximately  1 75  degrees  from  the  first  image.  This  is  the  most 
dramatic  doubled  die  that  I  have  ever  seen  and  I  have  specialized  in  Seated  dime 
varieties  for  twenty  years.  There  are  at  least  ten  clearly  visible  diagnostic  points  of 
reference  on  the  reverse  of  my  two  coins.  Enough  detail  is  present  so  that  the  doubled 
die  should  be  recognized  even  on  coins  that  grade  Fine  to  Very  Fine. 


1872  Doubled  Die  Dime  with  Extra  Leaf  in  Field  Below  and  to  the 

Right  of  E  in  DIME 
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I  took  the  new  specimen  directly  to  J.T.  Stanton  who  showed  it  to  a  number  of  other 
people  at  the  show.  Like  the  AU  discovery  piece,  this  MS-64  coin  was  weakly  struck 
but  otherwise  it  had  all  of  the  surfaces,  luster  and  eye  appear  of  an  MS-66  or  MS-67 
coin.  The  doubled  die  characteristics  from  the  first  image  are  all  clearly  visible.  The 
coin  is  white  and  should  photograph  very  well.  I  usually  don't  report  my  Seated  dime 
discoveries  but  this  coin  crosses  over  into  several  other  areas  of  numismatics  and 
represents  an  important  new  type  of  error. 

Before  the  new  variety  was  officially  unveiled  to  the  collecting  public,  a  lively 
discussion  ensued  among  error  and  variety  collectors.  Some  people  believed  that 
the  extreme  nature  of  the  rotation  on  the  new  variety  was  significant  enough  to  justify 
the  creation  of  an  entirely  new  error  classification.  Others  insisted  that  it  correctly  met 
the  definition  of  the  existing  Class  One,  which  is  Rotated  Hub  Doubling.  A  consensus 
was  eventually  reached  indicating  that  it  was  indeed  a  Class  One  variety,  though 
worthy  of  a  wealth  of  descriptive  qualifiers. 

The  coin  will  appear  as  a  late  addition  to  Volume  Two  of  the  Fourth  Edition  of  the 
Cherrypicker's  Guide,  currently  being  prepared  for  publication  during  the  summer  of 
2003.  Once  this  volume  is  released,  Thomas  intends  to  have  his  coin  reholdered  by 
NGC  as  the  Plate  Specimen  for  this  new  variety.

Extending  out  into  Field 
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My  Fortunate  Purchase  of  an  1854  Dollar 


After  completing  my  collection  of  Seated  half  dollars  a  few  years  ago,  I  decided  to 
work  on  a  set  of  Seated  dollars.  Looking  down  a  list  of  the  coins  in  the  series,  I  knew 
that  I  would  have  a  difficult  time  finding  nice  examples  of  some  of  the  rare  dates.  But 
with  patience  and  persistence  I  was  able  to  build  a  nice  collection  of  40  different  dates, 
lacking  only  a  few  of  the  very  rare  coins  in  the  series.  One  of  the  coins  that  I  needed 
was  the  1 854  dollar,  a  rare  date  so  infrequently  seen  that  I  was  having  a  difficult  time 
finding  a  suitable  piece  for  my  collection. 

While  reading  my  numismatic  publications  not  so  long  ago,  I  found  a  tiny  classified 
ad  in  Numismatic  News  offering  a  nice  1854  dollar  for  sale.  It  seemed  improbable, 
giving  only  the  date,  price,  condition  and  the  owner's  name  and  address.  I  called 
information  and  was  able  to  obtain  the  telephone  number  of  the  owner.  It  turned  out 
that  the  owner  was  an  interesting  elderly  gentleman,  a  Captain  Charles  Laskowski, 
United  States  Marine  Corps,  Retired.  He  told  me  that  he  had  consigned  what  he 
thought  was  his  entire  collection  to  a  major  auction  house  and  that  all  of  the  pieces 
had  been  sold.  Sometime  later  he  came  across  one  lonely  dollar,  an  1854  coin  that 
had  been  certified  with  an  old  green  label  and  graded  AU-55  by  PCGS. 

When  I  contacted  Captain  Laskowski,  I  talked  to  him  at  length  and  satisfied  myself 
that  he  did  have  the  1 854  dollar  that  he  described  in  the  ad.  He  let  me  know  that  he 
was  suspicious  of  doing  business  with  unknown  customers  and  that  he  didn't  even 
trust  a  cashier's  check.  To  gain  his  confidence  I  agreed  to  wire  the  money  directly  into 
his  bank  account.  I  called  him  the  next  day  to  find  that  he  was  flabbergasted  that  I  had 
actually  deposited  the  funds  into  his  account  through  a  wire. 

Captain  Laskowski  subsequently  sent  me  the  coin  by  the  US  Postal  Service. 
However  he  chose  the  safest  but  slowest  possible  way  to  ship  the  coin.  He  sent  it 
insured,  registered,  signature  required.  I  got  an  uneasy  feeling  that  the  postal  workers 
might  be  wondering  what  was  in  a  package  that  required  such  special  attention. 
Under  normal  circumstances  I  get  speedy  service  from  the  Post  Office,  but  in  this 
case  the  coin  seemed  to  take  forever  to  arrive.  The  good  captain  called  me  every  day 
to  ask  about  the  coin,  and  we  would  usually  end  up  having  a  nice  chat.  He  informed 
me  that  he  had  recently  located  his  original  notes  on  the  purchase  of  the  1 854  dollar. 
He  told  me  what  he  paid  for  it  and  indicated  that  he  had  purchased  it  as  an 
uncirculated  coin  in  the  1950s. 

When  the  coin  finally  did  arrive,  it  was  much  better  looking  than  I  expected.  I  then 
took  the  coin  to  my  regular  dealer,  Bo  Borich  of  Santa  Cruz,  California.  He  indicated 
that  it  was  mint  state  on  the  obverse  with  a  very  old  cleaning  only  on  the  reverse.  In 
the  end  I  got  more  than  a  great  coin.  Through  this  purchase  I  have  formed  afriendship 
with  the  seller,  a  valuable  relationship  with  a  quality  human  being.

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Information  Needed  on  the 
1838  Judd-82  Pattern  Half  Dollar 

I  am  seeking  information  on  the  1838  Judd-82  pattern  half  dollar  with  the  Liberty 
Seated  obverse.  This  coin  has  the  standard  1 837  Bust  reverse  with  the  denomination 
50  CENTS.  According  to  Breen,  originals  and  restrikes  exist  for  the  Judd-82  pattern. 


Breen  #4740  -  The  originals  have  LIBERTY  in  raised  letters  on  the  obverse  shield 
and  weigh  206  grains.  Breen  claims  that  there  are  3  known  proofs.  I  can  easily  trace 
2  of  them. 

(1 )  The  Mickley,  Cohen,  Parmalee,  Woodin,  Boyd  coin  which  is  also  the  Judd  plate 
coin. 

(2)  The  Brand,  Farouk,  Krouner  coin,  Coronet  Coin  Fixed  Price  List  -  cleaned  and 
lacquered. 

(3)  I  cannot  trace  the  Brock,  University  of  Pennsylvania  piece  which  Breen 
mentions  as  the  third  specimen.  Does  anyone  have  information  on  this  third 
piece? 

Breen  #4741  -The  restrikes  would  have  LIBERTY  in  incused  letters  on  the  obverse 
shield.  If  they  exist,  they  would  likely  weigh  192  grains.  Breen  claims  that  there  are 
2  known  proof  restrikes.  I  cannot  confirm  the  existence  of  the  two  restrikes.  Has 
anyone  ever  seen  or  heard  of  these  two  coins?

In  Issue  #86  of  the  journal  I  reported  on  the  Improvements  that  were  recently  made 
in  the  displays  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint  Museum.  I  also  indicated  that  the  existing 
display  of  New  Orleans  coins  at  the  museum  left  a  lot  to  be  desired  for  this  historic 
numismatic  landmark.  Since  my  last  report  I  have  made  another  visit  to  the  museum 
to  inventory  the  collection.  The  New  Orleans  coins  on  display  at  the  museum 
according  to  their  denomination,  date  and  condition  are  as  given  below:

As  you  can  see  from  this  list,  many  of  the  coins  are  in  low  grades  and  a  number 
of  them  have  problems.  The  collection  doesn't  even  contain  a  silver  three  cent 
piece  or  four  gold  denominations  that  were  struck  at  the  facility.  Many  subtypes  are 
also  not  represented  in  the  collection.  These  include  the  No  Stars  obverse  for  half 
dimes  and  dimes,  the  Legend  obverse  for  half  dimes  and  dimes,  the  Cereal  Wreath 
reverse  for  half  dimes  and  dimes,  the  With  Motto  reverse  for  quarters,  the  Bust 
obverse  for  half  dollars,  the  No  Motto  reverse  for  Seated  dollars  and  many  others 
for  the  gold  denominations. 

The  coin  display  here  at  the  Mint  Museum  will  need  some  additional  work  before 
it  can  be  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  numismatists  and  other  visitors.  Furthermore, 
the  display  case  containing  the  coins  is  very  small  and  the  lighting  very  poor  in  the 
viewing  area.  This  display  certainly  needs  improvement  to  show  the  true  beauty  of 
the  New  Orleans  coins  struck  at  this  facility,  coins  that  played  an  important  role  in 
facilitating  commercial  transactions  in  the  south  during  the  middle  of  the  IQ'*" 
century. 
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I  would  appreciate  any  suggestions  that  club  members  might  have  for  improving 
the  coin  display  at  the  Mint  Museum  and  I  would  be  interested  in  receiving 
donations  from  collectors  to  expand  the  material  available  for  viewing.  I  am  working 
with  the  State  of  Louisiana,  Office  of  Museums,  to  help  coordinate  the  suggestions 
received  from  interested  individuals.  Donations  would  be  made  to  the  State  of 
Louisiana  and  procedures  for  facilitating  these  donations  will  be  finalized  shortly.  Any 
assistance  received  as  a  result  of  this  request  would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
museum  and  by  all  future  visitors  to  this  historic  building.

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A  Survey  of  Liberty  Seated  Auction  Sales,  1985-2002 

Seated  Dollars

This  article  is  a  continuation  of  our  listing  of  auction  records  for  Seated  coinage  that 
first  appeared  in  Issue  #85  of  the  journal.  This  segment  will  contain  the  auction 
records  for  Seated  dollars.  The  same  general  procedures  that  were  defined  for  the 
previous  listings  will  be  used  in  this  article.  As  before,  we  have  defined  "completion" 
to  include  all  of  the  business  strike  date  and  mintmark  combinations  that  a  collector 
would  reasonably  expect  to  obtain  for  this  denomination.  For  example,  a  Seated 
dollar  set  would  include  an  1851  coin  but  it  would  not  include  an  1870-S  coin. 
Business  strike  varieties,  super  rarities  and  proof  only  coins  have  been  combined  to 
form  a  secondary  completion  statistic. 

The  notable  sales  for  each  denomination  from  1 985  to  2002  are  listed  chronologi- 
cally and  statistics  provided  for  each  set  including  completion  percentage,  average 
grade,  the  number  of  early  proofs  from  1 840  to  1 857,  the  number  of  later  proofs  from 
1858  to  1873  and  the  number  of  uncirculated  coins  in  the  set.  Duplicates  are  not 
considered  and  only  the  highest  graded  example  for  each  issue  is  counted.  For 
example,  if  a  set  contains  MS-63  and  PR-60  coins  of  the  same  date  and  mintmark, 
only  the  MS-63  coin  will  be  counted  in  the  statistics.  If  the  two  coins  have  the  same 
grade,  only  the  proof  coin  is  counted.  When  only  a  small  number  of  notable  Seated 
coins  appeared  in  a  sale,  we  listed  only  the  key  coins  in  that  sale. 

The  super  rarities  and  proof  only  coins  are  not  counted  towards  set  completion. 
The  better  coins  in  each  sale  are  listed  in  the  key  coins  section  with  the  grade  and 
price  realized  provided  for  these  pieces.  The  key  coins  do  include  important  results 
from  the  "varieties  &  rarities"  category  for  each  set.  Special  mention  should  be  made 
of  the  "1851-0  Restrike"  Seated  dollar  which  appeared  in  the  Goldberg  auction  of 
February  2000.  This  coin  is  unique  and  has  been  certified  as  PR-62  by  ANACS. 
Writing  in  the  Highfill  silver  dollar  encyclopedia,  Breen  states  that  this  coin  is  not  a 
New  Orleans  product  at  all,  but  a  coin  that  was  minted  in  Philadelphia  under 
suspicious  circumstances  in  the  late  1850s.  Breen  states  that  the  obverse  die  is 
identical  to  the  1 851  restrike  die,  while  the  reverse  die  was  probably  made  for  1 859- 
0  dollars.  The  reverse  die  was  apparently  used  by  accident  while  the  coiners  were 
probably  intending  to  make  an  1 851  Philadelphia  restrike.  In  the  Bowers  encyclope- 
dia this  coin  is  described  as  being  a  New  Orleans  dollar  that  was  overstruck  using  the 
1851  restrike  dies. 

We  have  received  a  number  of  comments  from  various  readers  concerning  our 
study,  with  several  pointing  out  that  grading  standards  can  and  do  change  over  time. 
Forthis  reason,  we  would  like  to  say  thatthedatapresented  here  is  taken  directlyfrom 
the  catalogs  with  no  modifications  made  by  us.  A  coin  currently  catalogued  in  a  given 
grade  may  very  well  have  been  described  differently  1 5  years  ago,  so  we  urge  caution 
in  making  direct  comparisons  of  coins  not  actually  seen.  Other  readers  mentioned 
that  they  liked  the  pricing  information  on  the  key  dates  and  the  convenient  reference 
provided  for  identifying  important  catalogs.  Finally,  it  was  noted  that  completion 
percentages  give  equal  weight  to  each  coin  in  a  set,  regardless  of  rarity.  One  set  may 
be  nearly  complete  but  lack  specific  rarities  while  another  might  have  the  same 
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completion  percentage  but  contain  examples  of  all  of  the  rarities.

Seated  Dollars 

The  Seated  dollar  set  includes  43  coins.  Key  dates  include  the  1 851 , 1 852, 1 871  - 
CC,  1 872-CC  and  1 873-CC  dollars.  The  set  contains  many  low  mintage  issues  such 
as  the  Philadelphia  coins  from  the  early  1850s  and  early  1860s,  though  proof 
examples  offset  some  of  the  demand  for  the  later  dates.  Fixed  price  listings  tend  to 
overflow  with  examples  of  the  more  common  1 859-0, 1 860-0, 1 871  and  1 872  dollars. 
The  Krueger  sale  of  November  1987  contains  a  hoard  of  these  pieces  picked  from 
circulation  over  the  years.  Despite  low  mintages,  most  dates  are  available  with 
patience  except  for  the  key  dates  noted  above.  Some  of  the  tougher  dates  are 
available  at  modest  premiums  over  type  coin  prices,  a  trend  that  seems  to  follow 
some  of  the  larger  denominations  in  U.S.  coinage.

Collecting  Trends: 

Over  90%  of  the  sets  reported  in  this  survey  had  an  average  grade  of  EF-40  or 
higher.  Seated  dollars  simply  do  not  exist  in  sufficient  quantities  in  lower  grades  to 
permit  widespread  collecting  in  these  grades.  Proof  runs  from  1858  to1873  have 
appeared  regularly  over  the  years,  with  the  Bowers  Long  Sale  of  May  1 995  being  the 
most  notable.  This  sale  also  included  a  complete  set  of  early  proofs  from  1840  to 
1 857,  surpassing  even  the  legendary  Pittman  collection  in  this  regard.  Seated  dollar 
sets  have  been  formed  in  a  very  wide  combination  of  completion  percentage  and 
average  grade,  suggesting  that  Seated  dollar  collectors  are  an  independent  group 
who  form  collections  on  their  own  terms!
